Today’s Barrelmakers — MATCO 


Rest-shooters seventy five years ago 
did not have today’s number of custom 
actions to consider when assembling a 
competition rifle. In those days, the 
factory actions on the better rifles of the 
day were regarded as being an entirely 
suitable basis from which to start putting 
together your own individualized tack- 
driver. Most of the old timers would start 
with a Ballard, a Stevens, or a High-Wall, 
although other brands had their less 
numerous supporters. ..Hepburns, 
Borchardts, Maynards, or whatever. 

But half the fun of building a custom 
rifle is in its planning . . . so picture, if 
you will, our spiritual ancestor of seventy 
five years ago ... a Winchester 
High-Wall action on his work-bench, and 
trying to decide who, among the great 
barrel-makers of the day to approach. 
Should it be the irascible craftsman Harry 
Pope, in Jersey City? Should it be George 
Schoyen. . .or Axel Peterson. . .orA. 
O. Zischang? There was no solid, 
“correct’”’ answer then. . . nor is there 
now. Any one of the four previously 
named 1900 era barrel-makers was ca- 
pable of making a barrel that could shoot 
as well as the state of the art in their day 
and age allowed. 

Within the specifications of that 
phrase, ‘‘a barrel that could shoot as well 
as the state of the art in their day and age 
allowed’, | believe that we have six barrel 
makers whose products must be con- 
sidered by one who is about to build a 
bench rest rifle today (and whose mind is 
not already made up on one brand). . . 
the names, in no particular order, are 
Hart, McMillan, Shilen, Atkinson, Matco, 
and Douglas. 

The early days of bench rest shooting 
saw certain barrel-makers emerge with a 
reputation for being able to build a 
product that met our qualification for 
being able to shoot ‘‘as well as the state 
of the art in their day and age allowed.”’ 
If we accept the premise that bench rest 
shooting as a sport had its start in 1947, 
then three years later, the ‘‘Ultimate’’ of 
1950 edition was able to identify two

early craftsmen. . . with John Gregoire, 
of Chester, Connecticut being the leader 
of the day, and G. R. Douglas (of West 
Virginia) starting to enhance his long 
reputation. 

Move ahead a half dozen years, to the 
1956 era, and one finds Hart, Douglas 
and Pride being the names to contend 
with. Come forward to the 1965 heavy 
bench nationals, and there are 71 Harts, 
7 by Douglas, 2 by Johnson Automatics 
and a few scattered others. 

The 1970’s were an interesting era for 
those who chose to watch the progress 
of the rifled barrel. Hart would continue 
to be an honored name, moving closer to 
its third decade in our sport. Douglas 
would have a curious path, leaving active 
involvement in bench-rest shooting, but 
becoming the target-shooters favorite. 
Ed Shilen’s products, once the dominant 
barrel in western shoots would become 
increasingly popular on fine firearms, and 
also less involved in bench-rest. The 
McMillan name would emerge, and 
rapidly come to challenge Hart for top 
billing at the big meets. And lo and be- 
hold, cut-rifled barrels, after being dis- 
missed by even Warren Page in his 
authorative work, The Accurate Rifle, 
would begin a come-back via the prod- 
ucts of Atkinson and Matco (Sherer). 

Letters of inquiry, asking for product 
and background information as well as 
assistance, were sent to those six 
barrel-makers, the leading names in our 
sport. The first to reply was Tim Bolinger, 
of Matco. 
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MATCO, Inc. is a descendant of a 35 
year old leather and gun business that is 
still located about three blocks from 
them, and which continues today in the 
wholesale tack goods business. Dick and 
Don Schutz started the business the day 
that Dick returned home from World War 
ll. The business grew at an acceptable 
rate, but when Dick Schutz died in early 
1977, Don Schutz was too busy with his 


end of the business and didn’t have 
enough interest in guns to keep both ends 
of the business going, so he sold the 
firearms portion to Mark Penrod and Tim 
Bolinger . . . Mark purchased the gun- 
smithing business and Tim the barrel 
making equipment and retail merchan- 
dise. In March of 1980, the business 
became Manchester Arms and Tool 
Company (MATCO). 

You may, as likely as not, hear one of 
their barrels labeled either MATCO or 
Scherer in a bench-rest shooters gab- 
fest. 


Bob Sherer started gunsmithing in the 
1930’s because all the smiths of his time 
who had a reputation for good work 
(Wilson, Neidner, etc.) were too far be- 
hind in their work loads to be able to give 
him a reasonable delivery date. In 1954 
he went to the Holmes Gun Shop, in 
Mattoon, Illinois, and there he built his 
first rifle barrel making machine. That firm 
also did a lot of custom gunsmithing as 
well. In 1961 he went to work for Tommy 
Haas, and produced authentic copies of 
Colt percussion revolvers for the Holly- 
wood studios. 

In 1962 he joined Walker Machine Tool, 
in Louisville, Kentucky and built another 
barrel-making machine for Frankfort 
Arsenal. They did a lot of work for Fort 
Benning, and a myriad of test barrels of 
varied types. Walker Machine was also 
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involved with the making of .17 caliber 
barrels as well as the tiny .14 caliber that 
was then enjoying a brief prominence. 

In 1968 Bob Sherer transferred his 
talents to Schutz Brothers and started to 
build his third barrel-making machine in 
1970. The first barrel was produced in 
September of 1971. In 1980 he came 
along to the new MATCO facilities, and 
today that firm is in the process of 
building another machine, combining all 
the features of the past three machines, 
olus a few new ideas that they have come 
up with. 

| had several questions for Tim Bo- 
linger, which we are going to now run 
through. It is possible that you may (or 
may not) agree with some of his answers, 
because several of our questions called 
for opinions, rather than items of fact. 
Please recognize that, and keep in mind 
that if we do not get opinions, but only 
publish proven facts, then no sports 
editor would ever write about the Super 
Bowl or the World Series, until after the 
event had taken place, because only then 
could he write about facts, not theories. 
In both the questions and the answers, no 
offense was meant to anyone. 


QUESTION: Your barrels are cut rifling, 
rather than button rifling. 
What do you see as the 
major benefits of cut rifling? 


ANSWER: An option to alter rifling 
patterns, 1.E., groove 
shape, width and depth; 
bore size in relation to 
groove diameter; rifling 
pitch. Much research is 
being done with 13-14%-15 
inch pitches of 6MM at the 
present time, and it is very 
interesting. We can dupli- 
cate patterns in old barrels 
and rebore existing barrels 
that might not be a practical 
proposition for button ri- 
fling. Finally, the ability to 
produce an absolutely uni- 
form rifling pitch. 


QUESTION: Once you get one of your 
rifles set up for rifling (I.E., 
after boring) how long does 
it take you to rifle the av- 
erage barrel? How many 
passes down the barrel? 


ANSWER: _In production lots of 20-30 
barrels, in stainless steel, it 
takes about 30 to 40 min- 
utes apiece. This is 60 to 70 
passes down the barrel

believe that the projectile 
should be deformed as little 
as possible. Pushing a 
jacketed bullet through a 15 
inch twist that changes to a 
10 inch pitch up by the 
muzzle is bound to deform a 
bullet more than a uniform 
pitch. It’s hard enough to 
make a good barrel with 
uniform pitch, let alone one 
with gain twist. 


Do you lap your barrels? If 
not, why not? 


No, we do not lap our 
barrels. We first ream them 
to size — then rifle to size. 
If the uniformity and finish is 
not good enough at that 
point, then the barrel is 
opened up to the next larger 
size that we make. There- 
fore, we cannot lap the 
barrel, or they would then 
be oversize. 


Things have been too 
peaceful in this interview. 
Would you care to comment 
on the popular theory that it 
takes a few hundred rounds 
before a cut rifled barrel 
begins ‘‘to shoot’. 


We do not accept this 
theory. Too many barrels 
shot by ourselves and our 
customers disprove the 
concept. On the other hand, 
many barrels both cut and 
button will require a number 
of rounds before ‘‘they 
shoot’’. Why? Loads, guns, 
shooters, etc. Also, some 
barrels will never shoot. 


Okay, how about another 
popular theory, that cut- 
rifled barrels will shoot 
better with flat base bullets 
than they will with boat- 
tails? 


No, | don’t subscribe to that 
either. Cut, buttoned, 
hammered, or whatever 
method is used to produce 
the desired result should 
not be a consideration to- 
day, because at this point in 
time, anyone selling barrels 
to the bench rest fraternity 


has to produce a barrel that 
is proper in all respects — 
straight holes, uniform 
sizes, excellent finish, etc. | 
do not know of any defini- 
tive work that will prove a 
difference in results be- 
tween different methods 
used to produce the rifle as 
far as bullet types, pow- 
ders, or anything of a similar 
nature goes, and | would 
welcome any information 
that others might have 
along this line.

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The IBS Winter Meeting 


David D. Brennan 


There were three major developments 
at the IBS Winter Meeting held in Jan- 
uary, 1982 at Scranton. A full report of 
the winter meeting will be handled by the 
report of Evelyn Richards, the IBS sec- 
retary. However, your scribe feels that he 
should take pen in hand and touch on 
those three developments. My duty, as | 
sawit.... 

First of all, a motion was made to hear 
the proposal first that dealt with allowing 
each member to vote at the winter 
meeting...The directors voted by an 
overwhelming margin to give the vote 
back to the members, but retained a 
“safety valve’’ of making the 
membership’s vote subject to directors 
veto. This proviso was added to prevent 
one club from ‘‘packing the meeting”’ for 
some vote on which it held a provincial 
interest. Hence, on every other propo- 
sition to be considered at this meeting, 
the full membership voted. To jump 
ahead a bit, at the end of the meeting, IBS 
president, Bob White, called for the vote 
of the directors, or more correctly, were 
there any propositions that the mem- 
bership voted on that the directors 
wished to put to a directors vote. There 
were none, and thus all membership 
votes were affirmed. We have returned to 
the vote of the members, and the old 
refrain, ‘‘no sense in my going to the 
annual meeting, because | can’t vote’”’ is 
seemingly dead. In view of the two later 
major developments of the meeting, it is 
perhaps just as well that critics cannot 
say that those votes were contrary to the 
wishes of the multitude ... it was the 
multitude that voted them in.... 

President Bob White wisely suggested 
that we address our attention to the 
question of what to do with the ‘‘two 10% 
pound classes”’ last, because it was likely 
to be a barn-burner, and the other issues 
might best be gotten out of the way first. 
The wisdom of that suggestion was 
agreed on, and we spent three or four 
hours on other matters that we will not 
touch on here, except to cheat a little bit, 
and tell you that the proposal to make 
Mike Walker an honorary life member of 
IBS passed unanimously. Possibly the 
only motion of the meeting whose vote 
was a simple roar of approval. The 
members seemed to draw enthusiasm 
from that vote, and shortly thereafter we 
moved to... the big one.... 

Bob White then asked the membership

to consider agenda item #5, ‘‘the Com- 
mittee formed to investigate the dispo- 
sition of the double 10% pound rifle 
situation has recommended the follow- 
ing: During the 1982 100/200 Yard In- 
ternational Championships the three 
classes of rifles to be fired will be Heavy 
Varmint, Light Varmint, and Heavy 
Bench. Heavy Varmint is to be fired 
during the weekend period of the 
championships. In addition to the regular 
awards to be presented, a new award 
entitled the 2 gun Varmint award will be 
presented.”’ 

For a good period of time, people stood 
up and made brief speeches in favor of 
one point or another. This was quite 
proper, and gave exhibit to the political 
theory that the most basic and most 
successful example of American de- 
mocracy was and is the New England 
town meeting. Stand up, say what you 
think and why, then sit down. . . when all 
are heard, we vote. . . the majority rules. 

The motion was then put to vote. . . to 
drop the sporter class for the champi- 
onships, and to have three guns con- 
tested ... light varmint, heavy varmint, 
and heavy bench. When raised hands 
were counted, there were 15 in favor, 10 
opposed, and 10 abstained. The motion 

. incredibly ... PASSED! For our 
championships, if you like aggregates, 
this will be paradise . . . there willbe aone 
gun (heavy bench), a two gun (the varmint 
classes), and a three gun (shoot the 
works). If you ‘‘get hot’, you should go 
home with enough ‘‘top 20’’ patches to 
cover your shooting jacket, the car’s seat 
covers, and the Post Flag down at the 
local VFW Hall. For three years the 
problem has been pretty obvious . . . we 
have to do something about the instant 
replay two 10% pound classes. At 
Scranton, 15 members raised their 
hands, and may have changed the 
present and the future of competitive 
bench rest shooting. 

Your scribe will now skip ahead, and 
then we will digress, or something. 

Bob White called for bids for the 
championships. Hunter Championships 
went to Mainville, for the weekend of 
September 18-19. At the time of this 
writing, the 200-300 yard championships 
have not been awarded ... this is pri- 
marily because they have not been bid on. 
Do not open any mail from the IBS for the 
next six months. . . you may find yourself 


ORDERED to have the 200-300 yard 
championships. Names will be drawn 
from a hat ... if yours is selected, no 
excuses will be accepted .. . we'll all be 
at your home onthe designated date. 
Bob White then called for bids for the 
championships, which this year will be 
light varmint - heavy varmint - heavy 
bench. The silence was deafening. Mr. 
White looked searchingly at directors of 
clubs that ordinarily would be bidding for 
the Nationals, and found them intently 
studying their shoe laces. Bob asked if 
this was a result of the new heavy bench 
class, and ten heads indicated negative 
while continuing the footware scrutiny. 
The later active bidding for dates for 
registered matches showed the clubs 
were still alive and breathing, it was 
merely that the Nationals were not being 
pursued. Bob White then asked Wally 
Hart if he would consider them for Council 
Cup, and Wally replied, ‘‘Only if no one 
else will make a legitimate bid. I'll handle 
them if your back is against the wall, but 
if | have my choice, I’d prefer to hold a 
couple of registered matches, and 
side-step the Nationals. You've got 
George Kelbly sitting here today, and you 
ought to ask him.”’ Bob White did just that 
. .. George got to his feet, and related... 
“| would be pleased, indeed delighted, to 
hold the IBS Nationals at my range. But 
I’m a bit removed from the geographic 
center of the IBS territory, and you ought 
to consider in this event holding the 
match Wednesday through Saturday, so 
the shooters can travel on Sunday, be- 
cause some of them have to take two 
weeks vacation otherwise.’ Members 
were considering this, and it wasn’t too 
hard to do a little mind reading, and 
seeing people think, ‘‘good gravy, first 
the heavy bench, and now... Ohio... 
I'll be lynched by the membership back 
home. . .’’. People went back to studying 
their shoelaces, when Wally Hart again 
took the floor. ‘‘You would be making a 
rather strange decision if you did not very 
seriously consider George’s bid. It’s sort 
of basic to ask ... what are your al- 
ternatives? Last year there were prob- 
lems with the Nationals, this year none of 
the likely clubs have submitted bids ... 
I'll tell you the truth, my range is for sale, 
| don’t really want the ’82 Nationals. You 
are taking quite a step with the heavy 
bench inclusion this year. The fellow who 
puts on the most efficient match of all is 
George Kelbly. If he can’t handle the new 
scenario, no one can. Turn down his bid 
now, and it better be for good reason, 
because you may never see another bid 
from him, and in coming years, you just 
may need him, maybe more than he 
needs you.” With that little speech from 
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an IBS leader, the bid was quickly ac- 
cepted. ‘‘If Wally Hart supports it, | guess 
| can manage to raise my right hand.’ 
George Kelbly then stood up ... I’m 
delighted to hold your championships, 
and I'll do ail | can to make them 
memorable and pleasant. I'll plan on 
cancelling my planned Labor Day 
“Chicken Shoot’, and I'll swing over to 
your match all the extras of that match 
... a chicken barbecue, free beer, and 
last year | had a thousand dollars worth 
of merchandise prizes.’’ Heads nodded 
approval, and as Bob White closed the 
meeting, forty heads turned to look at 
their neighbor, and asked, did he say 
FREE BEER?” 

Addendum: Why do we bother re- 
porting meeting results, anyway? For the 
more interesting goings-on occur after- 
wards, in the hotel cocktail lounge, far 
into the night. Mind you, there was no 
drinking of alcoholic beverages by your 
club directors, dear reader . . . we merely 
selected the cocktail lounge as a good 
place for lively debates about weighty 
matters. Around 8:00 p.m. the ‘‘best 
action” argument was in full hue and cry, 
followed shortly by the ‘‘best barrel’, 
“best active shooter today’’, ‘‘are bench 
rest shooters sexier than small bore 
shooters’’, ‘‘long barrels versus short 
barrels’, ‘‘we need a good bullet in 
heavier calibers’, ‘should cross-fires be 
penalized by a physical beating’, 
‘sleeved versus custom actions’’, and a 
host of .other topics that made a lot of 
sense at the time. 

But, through the long, silly, and won- 
derful arguments, two ideas constantly 
returned to: 

1) If Wally Hart can support George 
Kelbly’s bid for our Nationals, he proved 
himslf to be a man of foresight and vision, 
and even courage. One can now take that 
sentence, and reverse the two names, 
and restate it with George Kelbly as the 
subject. At the time of the IBS-NBRSA 
split a dozen or so years ago, these two 
names were on opposite sides of the 
table, and yet today the two are still 
supporting each other on a move that will 
shake a few tents, but would appear to 
be the best way for the IBS to turn in 
1982. Sure, we can probably bludgeon 
one of the IBS ranges into having the 
Nationals, but are we not better off going 
where a fellow wants them, where good 
prizes and social events are planned by 
a range that runs the most efficient 
matches around? (A few days later, when 
someone asked, ‘‘Why the heck are we 
going to Ohio for the Nationals?” | 
dragged out my best stupid look, and 
asked, ‘I gather that you supported the 
other range?’’ He then asked, ‘“‘What 
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range was that?” and | said, ‘‘Exactly.’’). 
The events of the afternoon made me 
proud to have Wally Hart as an IBS 
leader. Miss, another round of cokes over 
here, please. 

2) The heavy bench inclusion will 
likewise be criticized by some. Keep in 
mind that your writer supported other 
ideas himself, so this is not a case of the 
guy who won saying ‘‘I was right’. But, 
during the day’s discussions between 
individuals, it became pretty apparent 
that none of the motions for change in the 
three gun had a chance of getting enough 
votes to pass, except maybe the heavy 
bench idea. More and more came to the 
thought, ‘‘darn it, we have to do 
something. The problem isn’t going to go 
away, we’ve played around this issue for 
three years now, and we've gone no- 
where. If the heavy bench idea could 
possibly pass with a very few more votes, 
let’s try it.’’ The motion passed, and it’s 
hard to describe the sense of accom- 
plishment in the room afterwards. That 
night, as we sat around and discussed 
the afternoon’s events, everyone seemed 
to feel that maybe the future makeup of 
competitive bench rest shooting had 
been changed that afternoon. Maybe a 
few critics will say that we did something 
wrong . . . but they won’t be able to say 
that we lacked the nerve to tackle the 
problem. (People that I’ve subsequently 
spoken to have either welcomed the 
move, or been critical of it... and those 
latter were often found, a week later, 
shopping for a heavy barrel. . . ‘‘not that 
| like the idea, mind you, but if | can try 
it cheaply, what the heck . . .”" Benchrest 
shooters are more flexible than they 
realize). I’m proud to say that | was one 
of the fifteen who raised his right hand for 
that vote. It wasn’t my idea, but I’m willing 
to go with it ... others had the same 
thought. Miss, | believe that we’ll have a 
few more cokes here, please. Nisregard 
our friend lying under the table. He’s 
always that way after historic meetings. 
Did the same thing at Johnstown, in 
1947.

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the scale pointer off its rest so indicating 
that it is too close to weight to substitute 
another (heavier) scope. 

| had thought this would not be ready 
for the Nationals. At the last minute the 
action came through and Bob White 
chambered it in 6PPC the day before we 
left for Johnstown. That night | went to 
Bob’s house on my way out chuck 
hunting with several of my friends. Of 
course it raised comments, many of them 
having to do with its futuresque ap- 
pearance. | ignored all of these comments 
based upon the performance of the other 
rifle that | had seen in this configuration. 
At the Supershoot that rifle had shown its 
potential. Bob finished third at 100 yards 
and tenth overall.using it in Light AND 
Heavy Varmint classes. His action was 
one of the early versions. This meant that 
the only steel in the action is at the front 
of the action to hold the barrel and at the 
rear for the bolt to have some steel tocam 
upon closing. The action that | use is the 
newest style. It has a full length steel 
insert. This insert is shrunk fit into the 
aluminum of the action. According to 
Walt Periera of CPS they have only 5 
seconds to get the steel properly posi- 
tioned in the aluminum after bringing it 
out of the oven. My action also has the 
integral scope bases that are actually 
machined out of the top of the receiver. 
| recommend them since no screws can 
loosen up in the middle of a match. 

The performance of this rifle has been 
nothing but spectacular since | first shot 
it. The first group out of it was a .4, the 
second was a .4, the third was a .3, the 
fourth was a .1 and the fifth was an .080. 
In anybody’s book that is what | call a 
sweet shooting rifle. There are many 
times that | wish that my Heavy Varmint 
rifle would fire groups that were that 
good. The next six groups at 100 yards 
were all in the .2s. At 200 yards the 
largest group was a .935 in two classes 
at the Nationals. | almost feel that the rifle 
could be retired at this point since it has 
surely earned its keep. 

Some of the negative comments that 
are associated with this stock design 1) 
Recoil — | am a shooter that doesn’t like 
heavy recoil. (The fact that my first deer 
rifle was a .300 Winchester Mag. had to 
do with the fact that as a lefty | bought 
the first left handed rifle that came along.) 
However in this rifle | do not find recoil 
objectionable. 2) Breakfree of the glued 
on action. Bob uses Devcon 2 ton and | 
have left the two base screws intact. As 
with any other glue failure | would 
question the technique and experience of 
the person applying it. If Mario Andretti 
gets into your race car and says that it 
handles like hell you don’t argue with him, 
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you Say yes Mr. Andretti | suspected it all 
along. In this stock if you have had 
previous problems wth glue ins and it 
breaks loose don’t be so fast to condemn 
it. (Also don’t let Lester Bruno touch your 
stock, | hear that he went to Gibralter and 
now it’s sitting at the bottom of the 
ocean. Also he must live somewhere near 
Three Mile Island!) ; 

The recommended way to carry this 
rifle is not to grab ahold of one of the 
supporting spines and have that ex- 
pensive barrel swinging just inches above 
the dust and grit. Just like any bench rifle 
the best way seems to be resting it over 
the shoulder. | like to keep an elbow rag 
at my bench. | use this rag to pad my 
shoulder from the angular edges. Walt 
has set up some very good features in 
these actions. The breech is set up with 
a counterbore. It’s as if the barrel itself is 
a loading ramp. Therefore the rounds 
have nothing to hang up on. The bolt is 
also modified with an angled set of 
locking lugs so it mates up perfectly. As 
this is written the CPS action sells for 
$275 with the integral scope bases for an 
additional $25. If you have checked out 
the competition I’m sure that you will 
agree this is a good price. (| know you 
have checked out the price, everyone at 
the match seems to be walking about 
with a wince.) 

This rifle has a .2645 neck. | use uncut 
necks that have been selected with a 
tubing ball mike for uniformity. So far 
these cases have stayed tight necked 
and | will use them that way as long as 
possible. | shoot free recoil with my 
middle finger under the trigger guard for 
control of the trigger finger. However 
most people using a longer barrel 
(different center of gravity) find some 
down pressure is needed to combat the 
nose heaviness.

BUILDING A SHOOTING TUNNEL 


I’m sure that most serious Benchrest 
Shooters have wished at one time or 
another that they could try out their pet 
loads and rifles in a controlled environ- 
ment such as a tunnel or warehouse. | live 
in the southern part of Ohio, and to the 
best of my knowledge there is no tunnel 
or warehouse in this immediate area 
available for this purpose. Being an ac- 
curacy freak as | am, | had to satisfy my 
desire, so three years ago | proceeded to 
build a 100 yard tunnel. Before | started 
| consulted both Jim Stekl at Remington 
and the late Joyce Hornady at Hornady 
Manufacturing Company. | soon found 
out that this tunnel was not going to be 
cheap for | was planning on an 18 inch 
diameter field tile, but after conversations 
with both of these knowledgeable gen- 
tlemen, they suggested a 36 inch ID pipe 
but no smaller than a 30 inch pipe. Joyce 
mentioned an incident prior to building his 
tunnel: he went to California to see Fred 
Huntington of RCBS to see how he had 
constructed his. Fred let him fire a couple 
shots through his tunnel. | guess Fred

must have had a smaller tube, for Joyce 
said that when he fired it blew his hat 
completely off his head. So, | had to come 
up with an expansion chamber right at 
the front end of the bench from which I’m 
going to fire. So | added a 60 inch di- 
ameter 8 ft. long pipe. This eliminated the 
problem that Joyce had experienced at 
RCBS. 

For ventilation, both Remington and 
Hornady pull the air through the tunnel 
from the shooter to the target and ex- 
haust it there. | could tell from the 
conversations with both men that they 
were not completely satisfied with this 
system of ventilation. So 100 feet from 
the muzzle | cut in an air intake in the pipe 
and pull the air from air intake back 
through to the shooter, just above the 
muzzle | have a swirl cage fan that | pull 
the air through as you can see on my 
prints. | wasn’t sure that this was going 
to work so in the target area | installed a 
6 inch round piece of metal pipe with a 
hole in it just in case | had to install a fan 
and pull my air from the shooter all the

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way through to the target. It just hap- 
pened that this works satisfactorily in this 
tunnel and I’m very happy with it. The 
pipe at the target is now welded shut. 
For economy reasons | used 30 inch ID, 
8 ft. long drainage pipe, these are bell tiles 
that have no rubber seal. They were 
seconds and some of them were pretty 
well damaged and | had to patch them up 
with concrete after they were set in place. 
The target area has a room approxi- 
mately 4 ft. x 5 ft. and | have two lights 
on both sides shining on the targets. 
Since the room is larger than the tunnel, 
the lights are to the side and cannot be 
seen from the shooting position. | use 75 
watt lamps and they are the flood type. 
They have given me no trouble ex- 
cept once. Immediately behind the 
target | have an 8 ft. tile 30 inch diameter 
for an overshoot. After 6 months of 
shooting | had quite a problem, the spent 
bullets ate butt away and right at the end 
of the tile it created a hole and it was so 
small that | didn’t see it to start out with. 
| soon found out for one night | was

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looking at a bunch of mice running around 
in the tunnel and that’s how my mice 
problem originated. To eliminate that | 
dug out the end of the tile and put some 
treated lumber tongue and groove over 
the area where the hole was then put a 
piece of plastic on top of that and covered 
the dirt over it. Now it has been 2 years 
since that happened and | have no hole 
right now, | think | have that problem 
licked. 

| said | had a problem. My problem was 
with the mice. One time | was shooting a 
308 Winchester trying to get groups and 
out came a little mouse right underneath 
the target. Well | figured | could pop him 
off but he was over a little bit to the side 
of the target end. What happened was | 
must have hit a chunk of concrete, so 
wham, it blew out one of my lights down 
there. That’s when | stopped shooting at 
the mice and started using Decon. 

The shooting room and loading room 
as you can see was divided for the 
purpose of winter shooting primarily and 
alse in case somebody else wanted to 
shoot and the other person wanted to

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load. The room is 82 ft. x 6 ft. total. | put 
a door and a wall across 4 ft. of it to make 
a loading room. In Ohio we have it pretty 
cold here sometimes in the winter and | 
found a long time ago that to get the best 
results and to eliminate mirage inside 
where I’m shooting, | don’t heat where | 
shoot but | do heat the loading room. By 
closing the door | eliminate that mirage 
that you generally get in cold weather. 

When | started the project | thought | 
could build the tunnel for less than $6, 
000. | came pretty close to it initially for 
the tile cost me $3,564.04. Also | had 
excavation price of $1,065.00, the pea 
gravel $350.00. The metal plate above 
the target area, the concrete block and 
concrete for the target room and also for 
the shooting room, the wood on top of the 
roof and the doors came to a grand total 
of $1,500.00. Total cost $6,479.00. 

| was under the impression before | 
built this tunnel that all one had to do was

sit down with a good rifle and a good load 
and proceed to shoot small groups one 
after another with no trouble. I’m sorry to 
Say it’s just not that easy for crazy things 
happen on some days. Some days | was 
lucky if | could shoot a % group, then on 
others | would shoot in the low ones. 
When | shot a return to battery with the 
big gun on those bad days | could get 
pretty good groups but when | switched 
to a bag gun | would string up and down 
and some days laterally left and right. 
The first 18 months after completion of 
the tunnel | would try shooting with the 
tunnel fan on and some days get real 
good groups, but that did not remedy the 
problem. | also tried timed shots, one 
shot every 60 to 90 seconds with fairly 
good results. Last winter | built a stand 
to hold a 2 inch Unertl 36 power scope 
and mounted it permanently to the 
shooting bench. Whereupon | put the 
crosshairs on one of the targets, for this

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experiment gave some interesting re- 
sults. With the crosshairs trained in the 
center of the ten ring | would shoot two 
fast sighters then look through the 
crosshairs of the permanently mounted 
scope and observed that they had 
climbed to the top of the ten ring one 
quarter of an inch high to start. If | shot 
three fast sighters it would climb to a total 
of % high over the original centered 
scope. If | shot 3 or 5, it stayed % high 
and danced back and forth. | must point 
out too, that if | stopped shooting and 
waited for 5 minutes the crosshairs would 
slowly return to the original sight, that is 
in the center of the bull. Also, this was in 
the middle of winter and | do not heat the 
tunnel or the shooting room. I’ve since 
tried this experiment in the summer and 
the spring time and have found the 
crosshairs move up. On some days in the 
middle of the summer they tend to move 
down sometimes 1/4 to 5/6 of an inch 
from the original sight setting. Then on 
some days this summer I’ve noticed that 
the crosshairs will just stay centered 
regardless of how many shots | put 
through the tunnel. Like | said, crazy 
things would happen. 

| have found by using this optical 
displacement gauge or my permanent 
mounted scope you can get some darn 
good groups and this is the way | do it. 
| fire 2 sighter shots then look through the 
permanent scope and wait until the 
crosshairs come to a predetermined 
point then fire for a group. Sometimes | 
have to wait 100 seconds in the winter 
time and then on other days it is as low 
as 15 seconds between shots. | have 
found | can almost consistently shoot 
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groups in the low one hundreds. So far 
by using this method | have shot 2 groups 
that make me real happy and they are 
.042 and .045. (Incidentally, they were 
done with a PPC.) 

Last summer at the Nationals | was 
discussing my experiment with Larry 
Englebrecht and Walt Berger. Right away 
Larry wanted to know if | recorded the 
tunnel temperature, the outside tem- 
perature, and the relative humidity. | must 
admit, | did not do it but maybe this winter 
I'll start getting a little bit more technical 
with this shooting. I'll pass on to you one 
thing that | have found is very important, 
the bullet must slip fit into the neck of the 
cartridge for | seat it out longer than the 


lands. By seating it longer the bullet will 
always rest against the lands uniformly 
with this slip fit. This way you never have 
to worry about throat erosion. | have tried 
other methods such as turning the necks 
so that you drop the bullet into the case 
and others but the slip fit works best for 
me. How tight is the slip fit? If you use a 
Wilson Seater, you should be able to seat 
it with your thumb. I'd like to add that the 
tunnel only confirms one aspect of 
benchrest shooting, that the gun and load 
is good, because you still have to go 
outside and dope the conditions at a 
match. If you doubt me, just look how far 
down the list | finish at the Nationals and 
I’m sure that the ones that are ahead of 
me are not using a tunnel.

Champion Shooter 


Biography by BOB PEASE,

Perhaps no young shooter in benchrest 
ever came along more quickly or made his 
name known and revered in stool 
shooting circles than this personable 33 
year old Louisiana Cajun. Maybe his 
dedication and sincerity showed in the 
summer of 1973 when he scheduled his 
one week vacation to coincide with the 


NBRSA Varmint Nationals being held at 
Kelbly’s Range in Ohio and journeyed the 
1200 miles all alone as SPECTATOR for 
the matches. Shooters there could not 
believe such interest in a sport that has 
never been known for spectator appeal 
and they pitched in with time, patience 
and knowledge to help make his long trip 
fruitful. He returned home crammed to 
the ears with ideas, theories, data and 
pointers that might have confused a 
lesser mind. Any that thought they would 
never see his smiling Cajun face again 
were doomed to disappointment and 
from there on his records read with only 
one label: CHAMPION! 

Beginning in 1976 with three (3) new 
NBRSA World Records in Sporter Class 
at New Orleans for the 100, 200 and 
Grand he came right back in 1977 to 
establish his wide versatility with a first 
ever NBRSA World Record in Hunter 
Class with a perfect score of 250-15X. 
Changing guns that same summer he 


amassed the National Championship in 
Light Varmint, two additional Hunter 
Class World Records and the Gulf Coast 
Regional Championship for Hunter Rifles. 
Truely it was a splendid 2nd year. 

In ’78 Francis took two state cham- 
pionships and set what was believed to 
be another Hunter World Record 
breaking his own with a 250-20X score. 

While we could go on and on it seems 
just easier to note his total of twelve (12) 
State Championships, eleven (11) Na- 
tional Championships and six (6) World 
Records, the Varmint and Hunter Classes 
of NBRSA. With credentials such as 
these it is a privilege to have him do an 
article for PRECISION SHOOTING. 

Francis Broussard has been fortunate 
to remain single throughout his illustrious 
shooting career but plans to change that 
status in the summer of 1982. Many 
shooters in the southwest may breath a 
bit easier in the expectations that 
Broussard’s attendance at matches be 
somewhat curtailed in the months ahead. 
Working in the oil field service business 
of Sperry-Sun Co. in his hometown of 
Lafayette, LA Francis naturally lists as his 
number one hobby: shooting, followed 
closely by deer and woodcock hunting 
with an occasional fling at informal trap 
shooting.

A HUNTER CASE — 6HLS HUNTER

When | came into the Benchrest game 
(mid 70’s), the in-thing was maximum 
accuracy with minimum case capacity. 
This seemed true for all classes except 
the Hunter Rifle Class. Without a doubt, 
the 308 Winchester was by far and away 
the class of the field. Seeing this made me 
believe that | needed a 308 to compete. 
My first (and only) 308 was a used rifle 
from A.J. Walker of Austin, Texas. | had 
limited luck with the rifle having shot the 
first 50 and first 50-5X on our range with 
it. After shooting this rifle there was no 
doubt that the 308 Winchester could 
shoot very well. The only 6mm in Hunter 
Rifle at this time that had a following of 
any kind was the 6-250. The total number 
of rifles for this 6mm seemed to be very 
limited.

In 1975, after meeting Pete Callan and 
Don Geraci, it was brought to my at- 
tention that a 6mm could be a competitive 
Hunter Rifle. | had already looked at the 
6mm but these fellows reinforced the 
idea. They had shot a 6-250 with good 
results but had sold the rifle because 
there was no local following for the 
Hunter Rifle. Pete even remembered 
something about another 6mm cartridge, 
one developed by some fellows from 
Alamagordo, New Mexico, the 6HLS. 

The basic ideas behind the 6HLS were 
based on minimum case capacity with 
superb accuracy. Bullets would be no 
problem because we could shoot the 
same ones we were shooting in our 
Sporters. The case shape was not all that 
important to me but the fact that the

gunsmith doing my work at the time had 
the needed reamer was. After making a 
copy of Mr. Periera’s article (P.S. June 
’76) and forwarding it to Bob Brackney of 
Mesa, Arizona, it was decided we could 
use this as a guide for a 6HLS Hunter. 

The first chamber cut by Bob Brackney 
was made using a regular 6mm Re- 
mington reamer but run in short. To 
describe the case let me say that it is the 
6mm Remington reamer run in only to the 
overall depth of the 250 Savage Case. 


. This would give a fire formed case of 


about 1.902 inches in length but with the 
6mm Remington shoulder and neck. It 
would look like a 6mm Remington with 
some of the back end cut off. Mr. Periera 
was contacted by phone and he said he 
would forward his headspace gauge. As 
time would have it, the rifle was cham- 
bered before the gauge was received. 

Without a gauge to use, the chamber 
length finished out at about 1.940. The 
problem with this is that case forming is 
on the difficult side. Mr. Brackney 
shortened a 6mm Remington full-length 
die to use in case forming. This worked 
but some cases were lost in the forming 
operation. 

After shooting this rifle for a while it 
was very clear that the case was working 
well. Cases lasted a long time (lucky 
because they were hard to form). When 
it came time for a new barrel or a re- 
chamber, it was decided to rechamber 
but this time to buy my own headspace 
gauge and form die both made for the 
finished length of the 250 Savage Case. 
This was the original idea but this time it 
worked out fine. 

In November 1979 | contacted Mr. 
Hugh Hendrickson of Phoenix, Oregon 
for a headspace gauge. At one time Hugh 
worked for Keith Francis but is now on his 
own. | told him what I had in mind and he 
said it would be no problem. With this | 
forwarded my order to him for a 
G0-Gauge similar to the 6mm Remington 
but with a .321 thousandths cut off of the 
back end. Hugh said he would not cut a 
6mm Remington for me but would start 
from scratch and make the gauge. The 
figure of .321 thousandths comes from 
the difference in the case lengths of the 
6mm Remington and the 250 Savage 
(2.333” - 1.912” = .321”). As an added 
favor to me Hugh forwarded the gauge to

PROFILES OF NBRSA OFFICERS 


Whatever their backgrounds, their likes 
and dislikes, the shooters that make up 
the NBRSA governing body has one 
common aim — to increase the popu- 
larity of bench rest shooting. 

The eight Directors, and two Deputy 
Directors in the Eastern Region, are 
elected by members of their individual 
region for two-year terms. The President 
and Vice President are elected by the 
Directors for a one-year term each year 
at the annual Director’s meeting held in 
conjunction with the NBRSA Nationals. 

Directors have the responsibility of 
handling NBRSA functions in their region, 
including setting up match schedules (a 
real headache when five clubs all want 
the same regional match and on the same 
day), promoting NBRSA and bench rest 
shooting in their area and representing 
their members in national meetings. It is 
probably the last that is the most im- 
portant. There have been a number of 
significant changes in NBRSA, rules 
changes and new areas of shooting in the 
past few years. These changes came, 
largely from members, through the Di- 
rectors. The Directors, individually and a 
group, have to be innovative, yet not 
make changes just to make changes. 
They have to be bold and careful and wise 
and at the same time, be responsible for 
their jobs and families like everyone else. 
For this they receive some mileage for 
trips and postage fees based on the idea 
that a first class letter still can be mailed 
for eight cents. 

The President coordinates the activi- 
ties of NBRSA throughout the United 
States, sets up the annual meeting and 
its agenda and is responsible, with the 
approval of the Directors, for the ad- 
ministrative needs of the organization. 
The Vice President assists the President 
with various projects. 

The President and Vice President are 
directly responsible for the activities of 
the Secretary-Treasurer, Chairman of 
the NBRSA Measuring Committee and 
the Editor of the NBRSA News. 

Tom Metzger, of Richmond, VA, is 
serving his second term as President of 
NBRSA, being first elected in 1980. Tom 
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TOM METZGER 


was previously the Vice President of 
NBRSA and prior to that Director of the 
Mississippi Valley Region. Tom is a 
superintendent for a printing company. 
Tom began his bench rest shooting 
career in 1969, going to the Speer 
matches that year in Tulsa, Oklahoma. 
He finished third in the match. In NBRSA 
competition he has won the Sporter 
Championship in the 1976 Nationals and 
the 200-yard Heavy Varmint title in 1978. 
Tom and his wife, Peggy, have two 
daughters, Kathy and Sandie, and a son, 
Cary. 

Walt Berger, the Vice President of 
NBRSA, was elected to that post at the 
1981 Nationals and is serving his first 
term in this post. He was the NBRSA 
President for five years beginning in 1973 
and a Director for the Mid-Continent 
Region in the early 1960's. He was the 
Unlimited National Champion in 1978 and 
captured the Heavy Varmint Champi- 
onships in the 1972 and 1976 Nationals. 
He began his bench rest shootin, vareer 
in 1957 in Doylestown, OH, moving to 
Kansas City in 1976. He and his wife, 
Mary, now live in Phoenix, AZ. 

Harvey Miller is the Director for the 
Southwestern Region, taking in the 
states of California, Utah, Arizona, and 
Nevada. Miller of San Leandro, Califor- 
nia, has been the Southwestern Regional 


Director since 1976. He is a gunsmith by 
trade. He competes in the Sporter/ 
Varmint and Unlimited classes. He has 
held two NBRSA Records. 

Ron Wyman, of North St. Paul, Min- 
nesota, is serving his second term as 
Director for the North Central Region. 
This region takes in the states of Min- 
nesota, lowa, South Dakota, North Da- 
kota, Nebraska, Wyoming and part of 
Montana. Ron is a native of Minnesota 
and has been participating in bench rest 
shooting since 1977. He is part owner of 
a special machinery company. The North 
Central Region has grown from three 
clubs to nine in the past three years and 
is one of the more active regions in 
NBRSA. 

George Kelbly is hardly a stranger to 
NBRSA. He is serving second goaround 
as a Regional Director for the Eastern 
Region, also holding that post for four 
years in 1974 through 1978. He was 
President of NBRSA for three terms from 
1971 through 1973. He was also Deputy 
Director in the Eastern Region for six or 
eight years. He started shooting bench 
rest in 1954 and has been an active 
participant ever since, except when he 
falls off buildings. He built his own range 
in 1969, which now has 40 benches and 
is recognized as one of the finest in the 
nation. He lives in North Lawrence, Ohio. 

The Eastern Region has two Deputy 
Directors, Phil Sauer of Trenton, Michi- 
gan, and Orlin Gilkerson, of Fairfield, 
Ohio, both active in bench rest compe- 
tition in both the Sporter/Varmint and 
Unlimited classes. 

Howard Dietz, of New Braunfels, 
Texas, has been active in rifle compe- 
tition since he was 12 years old and a 
member of the New Braunfels Schuetzen 
Verein. This rifle club was formed in 1849 
and has been active ever since. Howard 
began his bench rest shooting career at 
the same Speer Shoot in Tulsa as did 
Metzger, and Northwest Region Director 
Gene Harwood. He had built his own 
range in 1967 which has been the site of 
numerous Gulf Coast Regional matches 
and the 1980 Hunter Nationals and 1981

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BOB BULLOCH WINS UTAH STATE THREE-GUN 


Utah’s first State Championship held 
at the Southern Utah Benchrest 
Shooters Association range, St. George, 
UT, was a big success. Although all of the 
facilities are not finished yet, the shooters 
like the range and rate it as one of the best 
in the country for shooting small ag- 
gregates. This is the only NBRSA 
sanctioned range in Utah and is set up to 
shoot 300-yard matches. 

Tom Houghton, Prescott, Ariz., walked 
away with the Utah State Heavy Varmint 
title in October and possibly broke the 
100-yard aggregate and 100 plus 200 
grand aggregate world records. His 
100-yard groups were: .144, .223, .145, 
.153, .223, agg. .1776, plus a 200-yard 
aggregate of .2277, which gave him a 
grand of .2026. His targets have been 
submitted to the Measuring Committee. 
Houghton shot a 22 PPC Atkinson barrel 
with a Hall action. He loaded 27.5 grains 
of 322 with Remington 52 grain bullets. 
The conditions were gentle but shifty and 
Tom’s rapid fire technique worked well. 
He got nearly all his shots off in a minute 
or less before the conditions changed. 

In November, Rick Adams, St. George, 
Utah, won the Utah State Sporter 
Championship. Going into the last target 
at 200 yards, Tom Houghton was slightly 
ahead of Rick. Tom had a flier open his 
last group to .805 but Rick hung in there 
with a nice .420 to win at 200 yards with 
.2647 aggregate. This has been a good 
year for Rick. It has been his third win 
proving that his wheelchair is no hand- 
icap to his benchrest shooting. Adams 
shoots a Hart 6PPC on a Hall action with 
68 grain Snow bullets and 27.5 grains of 
322 powder and a 36X Leupold scope. 

Bob Bulloch, St. George, Utah, easily 
won the Utah State Light Varmint 
Championship on November 8. Bulloch 
shot a small .1900 aggregate at 100 
yards even with a group of .255. With his 
consistently good shooting in the Sporter 
Class the day before and in Heavy 
Varmint in October, Bob won the Three 
Gun Award. He shot a 6PPC McMillan 
barrel on a Hall action and 28 grains of 
322 behind Watson bullets. 

Houghton had a stroke of bad luck 
Sunday, the last day of the three day 
state championships. His rifle fired as his 
bolt was closing, hitting his record target, 
which gave him a 2’12-inch group at 100 
yards. This put him out of the running for 
that day’s Light Varmint match and the 
three gun award. After having two world 
record class aggregates the first day, 
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barely losing to Rick Adams the second 
day, this tragedy may make this shoot 
one that Tom will never forget.

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A HUNTER CASE

Bill Keys of Huntington Die Specialties. 
With the gauge as a guide, Mr. Keys made 
a form die that would push the shoulder 
back to the proper place. The die does 
not reduce the neck diameter to 6mm but 
leaves the neck at .25 caliber. After 
moving the shoulder back, the .25 caliber 
case is knocked in the knock-in die (sizer) 
to reduce the neck to 6mm. The neck is 
then outside neck turned, with W-W 250 
Savage brass, the fire formed cases hold 
45.8 - 46.0 grams of water. One im- 
portant note is that the cases will not 
clean up any thicker than about .0122”. 

The reamer used should not be any 
longer than about .270” or .271” in the 
neck area. Anything less is fine, and will 
work well also. The above mentioned 
gauge and die have been used for at least 
eight different rifles and each time the 
chambering and case forming presented 
no problems. The only investment was 
my original one of less than $40 for both 
the gauge and die. 

One very important question that has 
been answered is the one of what 
happens when you run the reamer in 
short and make a chamber that is not full 
size at the back end. In this particular 
case nothing bad happened because the 
part of the 6mm Remington reamer that 
makes the back end of the HLS chamber 
is the same size as factory 250 cases at 
the back end. For a point of information 
this is about .464” and not the maximum 
size of about .472”. The cases fit the 
chamber fine. 

Of importance to anyone interested in 
a 6HLS Hunter Rifle is what velocities can 
be obtained from this case. The most 
popular load is about 34.0 - 34.5 grams 
H4895 for about 3250 F.P.S. with 70 
grain bullets from 22” barrels. This load 
is not that fast but boy does it shoot. The 
other powders that are used in cases of 
this size (at our local club) are 760, H380 
and 4320. Of these, 760 looks super. In 
a 6HLS type case velocities of about 
3500 F.P.S. with 70 grain bullets and 760 
powder are not hard to get. The 4895 
loads are being shot in 14” twist barrels 
and 760 and 4320 are being used with 12” 
twist barrels. The 14” twist guns are 
super and some of the 12’s shot very well 
with 70 grain bullets. The 12’s will offer 
something for the future if we can get 
good 85 grain bullets. With powders like 
H-414 and 760 the HLS will push these 
85 grain bullets at around 3350 F.P.S. 
The velocities mentioned are actual 
chronographed velocities from 22” bar- 
rels. 
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Make no mistake about it, there are 
other good 6mm cases available for 
Hunter Rifle. The list would center around 
the 6-250 and 6 X 44 which is the 6BR 
reamer run in long. Either of these offers 
what is needed in a good case for Hunter. 
One other case shape that has seen very 
limited use is the shortened 6-284 case. 
The first time | heard of this case was in 
1976 or 1977 from Walt Periera. He 
mentioned he had a reamer made up but 
had never used it. In 1978 one of our local 
shooters had his own short 6-284 made 
up and calls it a 6mm Hunter. The case 
is about 1.650” in length and is very fat. 
The case works well but case forming 
takes five dies and if you think the 22 and 
6mm BR cases have thick brass at the 
shoulder, you should see this case. 
Nevertheless, the case shape works well. 

In the 1980 Hunter Nationals (first ever) 
we saw a few 6’s make the top 20. All in 
all the 6’s did well for the number of them 
at the match. 1981 was a different story. 
At the 81 Nationals the 308’s still did very 
well but this time nine of the Top 20 were 
6’s with the 100 yard winner and second 
place in the Grand going to 6’s. 

The 6mm Hunter Rifle might not be for 
every one but it does more than ever offer 
a good choice to anyone looking for 
lighter recoil coupled with’ superb accur- 
racy. Look for the performance of the 6’s 
to improve as we have more and more 
shooters using them and if we get heavier 
bullets which would help shooters fight 
the almighty wind.

article. Al Davidson informed me that he 
knew Al Landers of Alamagordo, New 
Mexico. You guessed it, the ‘‘L’”’ of HLS. 
After one phone discussion with Al it was 
clear the case we called the HLS was not 
the original. The HLS we use is the one 
described in the Ackley book but only 
because Mr. Ackley was not quite clear 
in his description. He said the HLS is 
simply the 244 Remington shortened to 
250 Savage length. He should have said 
the HLS is the 244 Remington reamer run 
in and headspaced with a 22-250 
headspace gauge. As you can under- 
stand there would be a difference of 
about .105 inches in length. Mr. Periera 
did not know it at the time but he actually 
came up with something new, something 
other than the real 6HLS. 

Mr. Landers informed me that they 
turned out complete rifles for the 6HLS 
and as soon as he could find some of the 
original data on these he would forward 
this to me (I will send you a copy). All of 
this information leads me to believe that 
a new name for the case might be in 
order. Something like the 6HLS Hunter.
